It is only hymns, common hymns, that 
are in penny books, that everybody knows, 
and yet they have biographies ; they have 
a life pierced all through, like ours, with 
joy and sorrow ; linked on, like ours, to 
other lives; they have their birth and sto- 
ry, eventful sometimes, sometimes calm and 
even; biographies that are written in the 
surest place—in the secrets of many hearts.

brightest and darkest days of Christendom ; 
what struggles of the soul they have roused, 
and witnessed, and shared ; in what strange 
and often tragic scenes they have mingled ; 
what they have been to successive mourn- 
ers, to widows and orphans, and the sick 
and dying, and hypocrites and plotters, to 
all that shifting group of worshippers,—let 
any one do this, and the hymn seems al- 
ready to have received its memoir. A Jew 
passing by a church with his sister, steps in 
while the people are singing; he cannot re- 
sist the hymn; his sister rouses and scolds 
him in vain ; it goes singing on in his heart, 
though she calls it an abomination of the 
Gentiles ; and in the same church he is bap- 
tized. Luther writes a hymn, and soon after 
a poor cloth-worker walks through the 
streets singing it; the mayor lays hands on 
him, and throws him into prison; but the 
hymn has done its work, and two hundred 
sturdy Magdeburghers march up. against 
the mayor and demand their singer. It 
must have been a heroic song, for Luther, 
shut up among doubts and fears at Coburg, 
took it for the comfort of his own heroic 
soul, saying to his servant, “ Come, and let 


tears. One would like to know more of 
this noble paraphrase of the 130th Psalm ; 
but the only other record seems to be this, 
that it was the last Protestant hymn sung 
in Strasburg Cathedral, now well-nigh two 
hundred years ago. 

Another hymn has had a singular fate. 
It was a favorite of Luther ; entitled by him, 
A Song of the Law and of Faith, marvel- 
lous well furnished with Holy Scripture ; 
and the story gocs that a beggar lad from 
Prussia sung it one day at Luther’s door. 
Handing him a crown of St. George, his 
last piece of money, with the words, “Come 
here, my St. George, the Lord Christ is 
there,” he asked him to sing it again. And 
when it was finished he asked where he 
had learned it, and he said, in Prussia, 
where they used to sing it in church; and 
Luther's eyes filled with tears of joy that 
God had Spread his word so far. 

Magdeburg is memorable in the story of 
hymns, for it was at the cruel sacking of it 
by Tilly that the school children marched 
across the market place, and so en 
him that he bid them. all be slain, and. from 
that day, say the chroniclers, the fortune 
departed from him, nor did he smile again. 
Other hymns were more fortunate, for we 
read of a certain rough captain, who would 
not bate a crown of the thirty thousand he 
levied of a captured town, till at last the 
archdeacon summoned the people together, 


one of the lulls of the dance to play a 
hymn, and sung it with them. Some ran 
away, but most stayed, and he prayed with 
them, and this was the beginning of a sin- 
gular awakening in the neighborhood. 
Hymns have sometimes been curiously 
used in stirring times, especially about the 
Reformation period... More than once the 
Romish preachers have been compelled to 
abandon the. pulpit by the vigorous singing 
of one of Luther’s. ‘They have played 
their part in battle. At the famous battle 
of Leuthen, one of Heermann’s hymns was 
raised by a regiment before going into the 
fight, and one after another took it up, until 
all the columns were singing it as they ad- 
vanced. “ Shall I silence them ?” the Gen- 
eral asked, as he rode up to stern, tobacco- 
loving; beroic King Fritz. “No; with such 
soldiers God will give me the victory,” and 
leaping down among the ranks and crying, 
“ Now, children, in God’s name,” he led 
them into battle. When the battle was won, 
the field was strewn with dead and wound- 
ed; it was night, and the soldiers were 
weary. Then one began to sing a hymn of 


ing, “ What power there is in religion!” It 
was at the great battle of Leipzig, that Gus- 
tavus Adolphus sang, with his army, Lu- 
ther’s Carmen Heroicum, and after it, that, 
‘kneeling on the field, he thanked God for 
the victory in a stanza of the same hymn. 
The Ze Deum won the fight at Liegnitz ; 
it was a poor sinner’s song of Luther’s that 
the peasant raised before the battle of 
Frankenhausen, and brave Earl Oldenburg 
triumphed at Drakenburg by the song of 
Simeon. 

So curiously are the lives of these hymns 
interwoven with fiercest human struggles 
and profoundest human joys, with kings 
and politics, and famous battles that deter- 
mined the fate of kingdoms, with poor peas- 
ants and lonely and nameless households, 
with crimes that leaves the reddest stains 
in history, and softening of rugged and wild 
hearts. And it is pleasant to take up a 
hymn, that has connected itself with past 
events, and can be traced into many a house 
and heart by its comfortable thoughts.— 
Herbert’s Hymn on Sunday, gains a certain 
mournful delicacy, when we know that he 
sung it himself upon his deathbed ;. that— 

“Like a sweet swan, he warbles/as he dies, — 

His Maker’s praise, and his own obsequies.” _ 
Gerhardt, himself, died repeating one of his 
own hymns, and even with the very words— 


“Him no death has power to kill.” 


His father, a business-like, prosaic; work- 
ing-man, troubled himself little about either 


_poet-or philosopher, considered. rhyming, 


indeed, purely mischievous ; but, having a 
theory that boys would be boys, neither in- 
terfered with Novalis, nor, it is believed, 
read a line he ever wrote, unless it was in 
the ledger. Novalis died in his bright 
youth, and soon after his father attended the 


Moravian church on Sunday, as his custom 


was. The congregation sang words that he 
had never heard before,—so thrilling, so 
full of Christian passion, so mournfully 
sweet, that he was deeply moved, and on 


leaving church asked a neighbor .how they | 


had come by so glorious a hymn, and if he 
knew the author’s name? “ Why,” he re- 
plied, starting back, “don’t you know? It 


.was your own;son.” 


_. Curiously, too, have some hymns been 
born, the merest accident seemingly. pre- 
siding at the birth. An air floats pleasantly 
down from'an old church tower itito the 
pastor’s study, and the : pastor writes to the 
melody the sweetest of alleven-songs. A 
poet is brought. into such straits that he 
must pawn his violoncello; with better 


God in bis own time will deliver every. one 
that trusts in him.” During the plague, a

 COMMON-SENSE, 


One reason why common-sense is so.un-.

Hous Missionaries. 


In Europe the itinerant preacher is a 
common, well-known character... In the 
parks, on the commons, in the highways 
and byways of every day life he takes his 
stand, and raises his feeble voice to stem 
the tide of popular vice and folly. Often 
have we seen him with his faded suit of 
rusty black, his travel-stained shoes, his 
care-worn features, pause suddenly in the 
midst of his walk, and after casting a hasty 
glance around him, pull out a hymn book, 
and thus unceremoniously commence the 
Sabbath morning service with a psalm of 
praise. Some children probably would be 
pas first to gather round him, anon some 
passibe idlers, amused at his gesticulation, 

‘ would pause, as they would express it, “to 
have some sport,” and thus this nucleus 
would ultimately gather together a congre- 
gation of hundreds, sometimes even of 
thousands. 7 

We cannot say that we ever entertained 
much faith in these “ pe eripatetic ” minis- 
trations, but why exactly we never succeed- 
ed in answering in a manner satisfactory to 

ourselves. The men preached rudely 
enough, it is true, but oftentimes sound 
evangelical christian doctrine. If they were 
not refined or learned, neither in all proba- 
bility was the congregation. For a Beecher 
or a Spurgeon to have preached thus from 
a fallen log, or a bench, or some hillock, 
perhaps the least degree elevated above the 
surrounding sod, to such a promiscuous mul- 
titude, would have been out of place in 
the extreme, and we have seen that there 
is a two-fold danger, a danger not only 
that the refined may fail to elevate the de- 
‘based, but that the ignorant may corrupt 
the most elevated. That. these discourses 
then are (speaking in a general sense) some-: 
what rude, or illogical, or ungrammatical, is 
not a sufficient explanation of the indiffer- 
ence with which they were regarded, even by 
their fellow laborers in the common cause. 
To us it now seems that these poor des- 
‘pised apostles had discovered, although per- 
haps they could not supply, one of the great- 
est wants of the time and place. Hundreds, 
thousands surrounded them in the heart of 
the great cities, who habitually avoided the 
place of worship, and as habitually laughed 
to scorn any attempt to attract their atten- 
tion heavenward. Corruption, darkness, 
ignorance the most profound, abounded in 
‘every direction, to an extent that none can 
imagine who have not beheld it. 
then despise the humble follower whose 
abiding faith and fervent zeal led him to 
seek this new unpromising field of labor. 
Because he was illiterate ? how easy to edu- 
cate him; because of his itinerancy? even 
thus preached our Saviour and his disciples. 

Of late years a great change has taken 
place in public sentiment in regard to these 
efforts. Simply because they have been 
crowned with success—success the most 
complete and wonderful. The midnight 
prayer meetings, held in the streets of Lon- 
don and the larger cities of England, have 
been’ the means, under God, of bringing 
thousands to the feet of the Saviour. A 
work, a glorious work is progressing, that 
bids fair to surpass the most extraordinary 
missionary efforts of the age. 

We have recalled these recollections, be- 
cause we have often thought that the home 
missionary effort, at home, was not adequate 
to the want of the community, Those who 


will not seek, who form, alas, such an im- 
mense proportion of the population, can 
they not be sought? What if the effort is 
despised, ridituled, disowned, as the efforts 
to which we have alluded to above were dis- 
owned, even by those who should have lent

It seems the 
image of ‘purity and permanence combined, 
elevated above all, looking calmly down the 
great valley and mountain ranges to the 
south teeming with living inhabitants—stir- 
ring, changing, and passing away, while it 
remains forever. 
Red Bluff is at the head of navigation 
on the river, and must remain so. It en- 
joys therefore advantages for business that 
must always make it a place of importance. 
It.is also the shiretown of Tehama County, 
and has a population of almost eleven hun- 
dred inhabitants. It has many good brick 
buildings and business houses, and some ele- 
gant, well-built and finely ornamented resi- 
dences. It has one good framed church 
edifice, out of debt, the Presbyterian. Here 
a good congregation of something over a 
hundred persons habitually meet in the wor- 
ship of God twice each Sabbath, enjoying 
the instruction, in religious things, of their 
excellent pastor, Rev. Mr. McLaughlin.

illustrate this I will tell you a short story, 
which is true, spotenate you: will like it so 
much the better: 

_ Ina country town in’ the south of Scot- 


land there was a school of about forty schol-. 
| ars, boys and girls, whose teacher was a 


most excellent man, and taught his pupils 
| not only by'precept, but example, the moral 
duties and relations of life. There grew 
up between teacher and scholars that affec- 
tion which we can feel but can not easily | 
describe. Mr. Malcome, for so we will call 
him, possessed in a remarkable degree that 
true dignity so requisite in a teacher. In 
school hours he was a strict disciplinarian, 
yet perfectly free from that harshness, I had 
almost said cruelty, that seemed to prevail 
among teachers at that day. At recess and 
intermission he threw off all restraint and 
gave countenance to the sports of the boys, 
and more quiet, amusements of the girls ; 
he would even take up the’ bat and play a 
game of ball with the elder scholars, or 
graciously allow himself to be led toa living 
bower, twined by the hands of the girls 
themselves, wherein they frequently ‘shel- 
tered themselves during the hot noonday 
hours. Now think you that the pupils were 
less respectful, or took advantage of their 
master’s kindness? Not so; he won over 
them a power beyond all other on earth, 
and awoke in their bosoms a reverence, 
united with love, that well prepared them 
to take their part in the most sacred duties 
of life. 

At some future time I will give you a 
sketch of how that school was conducted, 
and the deportment of the scholars. At 
present I will confine myself more particu- 
larly to a few interesting incidents. 

At the time of which I am thinking there 


boys, or rather young men, of very superior 
attainments ; they were truly an honor to 
their master, and would have graced a high 
school, had it been their fortune there to be. 
Thoroughly grounded in mathematics, book- 
keeping and penmanship, they were looking 
with longing eyes towards the English 
shore, for there they soon must go to seek 
their fortunes, and these last-named acquire- 
ments were those by which they hoped to 
rise in the world. , 

It so happened that about that time three 
gentlemen, natives of that parish, came to 
visit some of the friends of their youth;

-the school; it had not been their fortune to

These gentlemen, although they had won

-parish school, had risen to both wealth. and

Psatmopy.—The Presbytery of Phila- 
delphia, of the United Presbyterian Church, 
have. memorialized the General Assembly 
of that Church to take early measures for 
furnishing the Church with a new version 
of the Psalms in metre. They also urge 
the importance of taking the necessary 
measures to have the Psalins, in prose, 
chanted in their congregations. They say 
in their memorial, that “they are singing a 
version of the Psalms to-day, in which they 
are compelled to violate the universally 
acknowledged rules of rhymth, accent, and 
pronunciation.” They urge as a reason for 
speedy action, that in certain parts of the 
‘Church the youth are leaving, principally 
-on account of the manner of condacting the 
praises of God in the congregations. ‘The 
Presbyterian says, we chronicle this move- 
ment simply to express the hope, that in 
the changes which may be effected in this 
matter, there may be such consultation 
among the various Presbyterian bodies, as 
will make these changes acceptable to all, 
and thus assist to bring these various tribes 
into closer union. In our opinion, the 
chanting of the Psalms in prose is the pro- 
ject most favorable to this union. 

A Liserat Catrcu.—The health of the 
Rev. David Irving, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church at Morristown, New 
Jersey, having become impaired, he has 
sailed for Europe, to spend some months in 
travel. The noble church to which he
